Roger Rees, who spent four 
seasons as snarky corporate 
boss Robin Colcord on the 
hit show, is struggling to stay 
alive as his longtime husband, 
“Jersey Boys” playwright Rick 
Elice, keeps a nearly 24-hour 
vigil at his bedside. 

“Rick seemed distraught, 
and was constantly asking 
the medical staff for updates 
on Roger’s condition,” said a 
hospital insider. 

The emaciated sitcom star 


looked little like the 
dashing character he 
played on “Cheers,” as 
Roger was virtually car- 
ried down a hallway with 
Rick on one arm and a 
friend on the other. 

“He looked to be near 
death,” said a source at 
the hospital, who added 
that a weeping Brooke 
Shields was among the 
steady stream of dis- 
tressed visitors making 
daily pilgrimages to 
71-year-old Roger’s room. 

“He was never without well- 
wishers and friends,” the 
source told The ENQUIRER. 

Roger’s rapidly declining 
health forced him to leave the

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help but break down. At one 
point, she completely un- 
raveled,” and according to a 
source, she screamed at Bill, 
“You disgust me!”

Instead, his connection to the disap- 
pearance of 16-year-old Karen Mitchell 
of Eureka, Calif., ultimately sealed his 
fate, investigative journalist Cathy Scott 
discovered. 

Sleuth Cathy’s dogged reporting re- 
vealed that Durst - the 72-year-old son 
of a Big Apple real estate mogul - was a 
prime suspect in the FBI’s investigation 
of Karen’s disappearance in Nov. 1997. 

The feds used financial records to put 
Durst in Los Angeles on the night of Su- 
san’s murder in Beverly Hills, crushing 
his alibi that he’d been in San Francisco 
at the time.

When the FBI passed that information 
to the LAPD in 2012, the investigation 
into Susan’s death was reopened. 

The bombshell book revealed: “Armed 
with that information, LAPD, along with 
federal agents and other jurisdictions 
where Durst had lived or visited, formed 
a task force to investigate Durst in not 
only Susan’s murder, but Mitchell’s dis- 
appearance from Eureka, California, as 
well as another teen who turned up miss- 
ing from San Francisco five months later 
- Kristen Modafferi.” 

While Durst was arrested by the FBI 
the night before the sensational series 
finale of “The Jinx” aired, “They already 
had all the evidence they needed,” ex- 
plained Cathy. 

“Durst was on the move from Hous- 
ton to New Orleans the day before the 
episode aired - and they knew he was a 
flight risk, so they busted him.” 


When arrested in his hotel, twisted 
Durst was found with a loaded revolver, 
five ounces of marijuana, a passport, 
fake ID, a map of Cuba and more than 
$42,000. 

Susan had admitted to friends that she 
knew Durst had killed his first wife, Ka- 
thie, 29, who went missing in 1982, the 
tell-all book also revealed. 

At Susan’s memorial service, one of her 
friends told another: “[Susan] would say, 
‘Bobby did it, but that doesn’t mean we 
don’t love him. Kathie’s gone. There’s 
nothing we can do.’” 

Durst admitted he was the last to see 
Kathie alive, but when Westchester, N.Y., 
police tried to reopen the case after Su- 
san’s death in 2000, he disappeared. 

He settled in Galveston, Texas, where 
he bizarrely disguised himself as a wom- 
an to avoid detection. He confessed to 
killing and dismembering his elderly 


neighbor, Morris Black, while hiding out 
there in 2001. 

Morris’ missing head was never re- 
covered, but the slippery Durst beat a 
murder rap by declaring self-defense. 

The book also unveiled the extent of 
Durst’s trust in Susan, who’d been his 
best friend since they met while attend- 
ing UCLA in 1969. He walked her down 
the aisle at her 1984 wedding, and as the 
author also learned, gave her $50,000 
in the months before her murder. 

But Durst’s confidence in Susan waned 
when she called to alert him that cops 
had contacted her for another interview 
about his missing wife. Days later, on 
Dec. 23, 2000, Susan was dead. 

As the book reported, when cops final- 
ly placed Durst in L.A. on that night, he 
became their prime suspect, ne
